Niagara typhoon relief efforts growing 


Fort Erie 
resident raises 
awareness 
through social 
media

With thousands dead and 
millions of others left hun¬ 
gry and homeless in the 
Philippines, Ernesto Regis 
Jr. has reassured family and 
friends back home that help 
is on the way. 

The Fort Erie resident, 
who comes from a small 


town called MacArthur, 
Leyte, with a population of 
about 18,000 people, is wor¬ 
ried that help will be slow in 
arriving, especially to many 
of the smaller communities. 

That’s why he’s spreading 
the word through the media 
and trying to get organized 
so that people will be able to 
get in touch with him by 
e-mail or a Facebook page 
that has been set to help the 
victims of Typhoon Haiyan. 

Regis received confirma¬ 
tion from other family mem¬ 
bers Tuesday night, close to 
midnight, that his grandpar¬ 
ents are alive. An aunt and 
her two children are still 


unaccounted for. 

Regis was worried even 
before the typhoon hit 
because meteorologists 
were predicting it was going 
to bring ravaging winds, 
the strongest ever record¬ 
ed. His hometown was sure 
to be hit. 

“I don't know what we 
would have done without 
social media," said Regis, 
who is receiving informa¬ 
tion from family members 
back home who have left 
the area, as well as Germany 
and Australia. His dad and 
sister live in Winnipeg.

Town to recruit part-time solicitor 


Fort Erie Times 
Hie Town of Fort Erie is 
looking to reinstate its in- 
house solicitor position on a 
part-time basis as part of a 
three-year pilot project 

officer Richard Brady said 
town staff recommens hiring 
for the position during a coun- 
cil-in-committee meeting 
Monday night The decision 
and recommendation comes 
after the town faced costly 


wait upon seeking legal coun¬ 
sel on a number issues, since 
firing its former director of 
legal services, Heather Salter, 
in 2012. 

With these extensive 
wait times, important 
issues and agenda 
items thathaverequired 
a solicitor have been 
tabled. 

Councillor Richard 
Schular said he felt it is 
important to have a 
solicitor in place as 
soon as possible. He 
said there has been a 
lot of "frustration" as 
council has been forced 
to table issues until 
legal aid could be 
sought 

Councillor Stephen 
Passero agreed with 
Schular about the 
urgent need for a solici¬ 
tor. Passero said he has 
had agenda items such 
as the Kinsman pool 
"held up week after 
week" because the 
town is without a solici- 


because our solicitor was 
fired." 

Brady said a new part-time 
solicitor will likely be in place 
by early 2014. 

Town staff examined the 
annual cost of legal expenses 
for the Town of Fort Erie from 
1999 to 2013. Brady said there 
will be a “significant cost sav¬ 
ings” compared to 2011 when 
council spent $235,425 in legal 
aid, and last year when coun¬ 
cil spent $305,967. 

"I anticipate that next year's 
numbers will be less than the 
numbers in 2013," he added. 
So far this year, $215,218 has 
been spent on legal aid. 

Town staff estimate 
$190,000will be spent per year 
when a part-time solicitor is 


hired and the costs for legal 
aid will be reduced. Mayor 
Doug Martin recognized the 
need for the town to have a 
solicitor. 

"I'd prefer to have a ftill- 
time solicitor;" he said. "In dis¬ 
cussion we had with staff, 
there are reports that they're 
writing that need some legal 
assistance and need to reach 
out to legal entities," Martin 

A report from town staff 
about a candidate for the posi¬ 
tion will be presented to coun¬ 
cil at a future meeting. 

Town staff will advertise the 
position with the Town of Fort 
Erie in local newspapers.
